That meaas the group will ^ 
short of what it wanted to give to 
agencies. Blit Diane Boyd doesn’t 
like to dwell oh the money that 
didn’t come in. 

She prefers to foois on the 11.8 
percent increase' in fuiid-rabbt^'l 
to a record $343,000, ah-:omdunt; 
th^t means $30i000‘''in 'new ' 
money, for' the 22 local nontnofir 
agencies, who benefit from the 
United Way, she said. 

•' The $400,000 goal “is a dream” 
based on the needs' of oil the 


agencies, and not meeting that 
goal means some agendes will be 
left short, she said. 

.“The real pressure is knowing 
that every cfollar you don’t get 
means not meeting the need. 

. That’s the real pressure,” Boyd 
said. 

The United Way came dose to 
hitting its goal in 1997, when it 
raised. $260, 000 of a $300,000 
goal. The following year it 
bumped the goal to $400,000 and 
raised $306,000. 

Next year’s goal might be set a 
little lower to make it more 
readable, she said. 

“Putting the goal that high 
. t^es some of the fun out of it,” - 
she said. 

Despite falling short of the 


goal, the latest campaign was a 
success, she said, and the. United 
Way wants “the. commynity to 
feel positive, \becau^e1»ey did 
'make a big impact.” 

How much impact each agency 
feels won’t be known uhtil Feb. 8, 
when the United Way announces 
who gets what. The agendes will 
make their requests during the 
next several days, and a boanl of 
community members will dedde 
on the breakdown. 

The fund-raising shortfall 
doesn't bode well for the Jerome 
Senior Center, which in recent 
years has not gotten all it asked 
for, said Ramona Spencer, the 
center’s mona'ger. 

The center has bad a 13 per- 
cent increase in the number of 


Meals on Wheels it delivers, and 
Spencer hopes to see an increase 
in funding to match that, she 
said. 

“Pm just hoping for the best," 
she said. 

At the Crisis Center of Magic 
Valley, Executive Director 
Deborah Gabardi says the 
United Way distributes its 
money fairly and she’ll take 
what^eis^ven. 

“I go in high and feel thankful 
for what I get,” Gabardi said.

DETROIT (AP) - Samantha 
> Reid's mother remembers the 
I time when. her daughter, at age 
' 10, saved her allowance for 
weeks to throw her a surprise 
birthday party, even inviting 30 
friends she found in her mom’s 
address book. 

The last memory she has of her 
daughter is from a year ago, 
when Samantha, at 15, lay 
comatose, poisoned by the “date- 
rape drug” GHB, and doctors 
said it was time to let her go. 

“They said "We keep bringing 
her back, and she keeps dying. 
We’ve brought her back three 
times, and she's died three iimc.s. 
How many timc.s do you want to 
let her keep dying?”’ says Ms. 
Clark; her voice quaking. 

GHB - gamma-hydroxybu- 
tyrate - is an odorless and nearly 
tasteless drug linked to at least 
58 deaths and more than 5,700 
overdoses nationwide since 1990. 
Public sales arc banne'd by the . 
Food and Drug Administration. 

Today, in one of the nation’s 
first trials resulting from a GHB- 
rclatcd death, jury selection 
begins for the manslaughter trial 
of four men accu.sed of slipping 
the drug into Samantha’s soft 
drink at a party. 

The four defendants, all of sub- 
urban Detroit, are Erick Limmcr, 
26, Joshua Cole, 19, Daniel 
Brayman, 18, and Nicholas 
Holtschlag, 18. They are charged 
with manslaughter. 

Authorities say young people 


often believe that GHB and other 
“dub drugs” aren’t “real drug.sV 
like cocaine, or they take them 
unknowingly as’ Samantha did. 
Recipes and ingredients - some 
of thcm coRunon household prod- 
ucts - are easily available from 
the Internet and other sources. 

“A lot of people who use them 
believe they are benign drugs 
and don’t sec them for what they 
arc - taken under some circum- 
stances, life-threatening,” says 
Alan Leshner, director of the 
National Institute on Drug 
Abuse. 

In January 1999, Samantha, 
two friends and four guys Uiey’d 
just met went to a party on 
Grosse He, an affluent island 
community in the Detroit River. 

Samantha was handed a soft 
drink and moments later she was 
vomiting and uncomscious. 

Her best friend, then 14. drank 
what she believed to be orange 
juice and vodka, felt herself “get- 
ting drunk pretty quick” and also 
lost consciousness. The third girl 
escaped serious effects. 

GHB, originally developed as a 
surgical anesthetic, is sometimes 
used as an aphrodisiac, or a 
weight loss aid, or by body 
builders as a supplement. It’s 
hard to trace, often out of the 
body within 24 hours. 

It can make users feel euphor- 
ic. It also can lead to breathing 
problems, seizures, long-term 
effects on the brain, coma- and 
death.

The information gathered will 
evaluate the waste to determine 
wiiere to proceed with Stage Two, 
which involves taking core sam- 
ples of the actual waste to deter- 
mine the b&st method to proceed 
with Stage Three. 

Stage Three would be- digging 
up and treating the waste in the 
one acre pic.

wastes at INEEL 

The current project was 
delayed by concerns over the 
explosive potential of nitrates and 
oil - basic bomb ingredients - 
biufcd in the ground. 

An explosion could spread plu- 
tonium-contaminated waste. But 
after careful consideration, offi- 
cials determined the probability 
of an explosion was low enough to 
proceed. 

The holes were drilled without 
incident, Okeson said. 

But chemicals from the once 
"randomly stacked” barrets of 
waste have contaminated the 
Snake River Plain Aquifer - an 
underground water source the 
size of Lake Eric - which supplies 
water to 200,000 people in south- 
ern Idaho. 

Options for cleaning up the 
waste range from doing nothing 
to digging nil of it up, but officials 
have to consider the safety of the 
worker?. ' 

“Sorhe of it may never leave,” 
Bugger said. 

And the Energy Department 
still is burying low-Ievcl radioac- 
tive waste at . INEEL’s 
Radioactive Waste Management - 
Complex. 

The site’s shallow soils over 
fractured basalt arc not suitable 
for waste storage or disposal, 
remarked Greg Mello of Santa Fe, 
a former state environmental offi- 
cial now with the Los Alamos 
Study Group, which keeps an eye 
on the Los Alamos National 
Laboratory. 

“It’s not a good site for radioac- 
tive waste,” Mello said. 

“Can you think of a good 
place?” Hancock replied.

Bradley, a former basketball 
star, has been slow to reveal 
details about his irregular heart- 
beat condition and acknowl- 
edged Sunday that he has briefly 
undergone anesthesia three

Though the candidate and his 
doctors say the condition is sim- 
ply a medical nuisance, it could 
become a political problem if vot- 
ers worry about his health. 

Bradley lost badly to Gore in 
the Iowa caucuses last w(ick and 
would be staggered by a second- 
straight defeat in New 
Harhpshire. Thc.fonncr lawmak- 
er surrendered h>s lead to Gore 
in New Hampshire polls during 
the vice president’s aggressive 
final week of campaigning in 
Iowa. 

Bradley, however, has enough 
money to continue beyond t^is 
state, and has released a sched- 
ule showing that he intends to 
do so. The next contests - a 
series of March 7 primaries - 
include states where Bradley is 
strong.

“Why would Senator Bradley 
break his promise to run a dif- 
ferent kind of campaign and 
launch divisive, manipulative 
attacks?” Gore asked support- 
ers, as Democratic leaders back- 
ing the vice president urged 
Bradley to curb his criticism. ' 

Bradley has turned the tables 
on Gore: The vice president revi- 
talized his sag^g campaign;jast 
fall by launching a fuU-throtlted 
case against Bradley’s health 
care plan and questioning the 
former New Jersey senator’s 
commitment to the Democratic 
Party. 

With aides promising still 
harder attacks, Bradley stopped 
short of calling Gore a liar. “I 
don’t think chat he said iChe 
truth” about his abortion record 
in Congress, Bradley told ABC. 

At a rally later, Bradley waved 
a recent article about Gore’s 
1996 fund-raising crip to a 
Buddhist Temple near Los 
Angeles and demanded an expla- 
nation. He said the fund-r^ing 
scandal “was a disgrace” to both 
panics, particularly Democrats. 

“When we all get into bed ^ih 
the special interests, I think, that 
makes a more serious problem 
for us than for Republicans,” 
Bradley said. He suggcstcd:thac 
Gore’s role in the fund-raising 
abuses would make him vulnera- 
ble to attacks by the GOP nomi- 
nee. 

‘ “Unless we dean up our own 
house, Republicans will dean it 
up for us tius fall,” he told ABC.

A: Polls show the public 
prefers debt reduction to tax cuts 
and higher spending, and Clinton • 
and congressional Republicans 
are competing to be seen as 
champion^ of the idea. Debt - 
reduction is not only popular, it is 
.^Qow possible - arithmetically, at 
_ l^ast. Vast, growing annual bud- 
I:. ttt surpluses replaced deficits in 
; 1996 anti have been projected 


into the future. 

Q: What about paying off debt 
the government owes Social 
Security and other federal trusty 
funds? 

A: No one is seriously talking 
about that. It would have less of 
an economic impact thw erasing 
the publicly held debt. ' ' 

Besides, paying it off would 
mean selling &e Treasury bills 
the trust funds hold and putting 
that cash into other investments 
like the stock market or corpo- 
rate bonds. There is not yet a 
political consensus to do that 

Q: Is eliminating the publicly 
held debt a good Idea? 

A: Economists agree that 
reducing that debt makes enor- 
mous sense. But some wony'that 
erasing it completely might cause 
problems because the govern- 
ment would no longer be selling 
Treasury bills. ’ 

The Federal Reserve often 
buys those bills back from 
investors when it wants to flush 
cash into the economy to spur it 
In addition, because the govern- 
ment hfis never defaulted on 
them. Treasury bills are consid- 
ered the safest investment on 
Earth. It is unclear what 
investors would turn to as a 
replacement. 

Q: How would poUtlciani pay 
oH the publicly held debt? 

A: Details are scarce, but 
, Clinton says he will eliminate the 
publicly held debt by 2013 by 
buying it down with surpluses. 
House Republicans say they ore 
working on a plan to do the same 
thing by at least 2015. 

The closest the United States 
has come to eliminating the pub- 
licly held debt was in 1835 under 
President Andrew Jackson, when 
it dipped to $37,513. 

Q: How quickly can the debt be 
eliminated? 

A: it depends on assumptions 
about future federal spending, 
how politicians decide to use 


future budget surpluses, and how 
willing holders of Treasury bills 
rue to sell them back to the gov- 
ernment. But the nonpartisan 
Congressional Budget Office said 
last week that the earliest possi- 
ble date is 2009. 

Q: Is that likely to occur? 

A: No. For that to happen, 
politicians have to agree to cut 
federal spending for the next two 
years, and then limit its growth to 
the level of inflation for the 
seven years after that. In addi- 
tion, they must agree to use 
every penny of projected surplus- 
es through 2009 to reduce the 
debt. All of that is unlikely to 
happerL 

^ How realistic, then, is retir- 
ing the publicly held debt by 
2015? 

A: Somewhat more so, but still 
questionable. 

Both parties are reluctant to 
use Sodal Security surpluses for 
anything but debt reduction. The 
pension program’s surpluses ore 
projected to total $2.3 trillion 
through 2010, with more accumu- 
lating after that. There could be 
Just enough Sodal Security sur- 
pluses between now and 2015 to 
erase the publidy held debt 

But with unforeseen expendi- 
tures always looming, there are 
no guarantees that Social 
Security surpluses will be left 
intact for debt redaction. 
Besides, as baby boomers begin 
retiring Sodal Security surpluses 
could dwindle to nothing by right 
around 2015 - meaning that debt 
could start building up immedi- 
ately. 

Q: What about using the rest of 
the budget surplus? 

A: CBO expects the budget's 
non-Sodal Security surpluses to 
total as much as $1.9 trillion 
through 2010. Both parties are 
eyeing that money, however, for 
tax cuts and higher spending, end 
It is unlikely much of it will be 
left for debt reduction.

Coal train strikes house, kills teen-ager 


NEW YORK (AP) - Demand 
for one brand of “the piU" is soar- 
ing, with a little help horn sales 
to women who don’t want it Just 
as a contraceptive. 

Sales of Johnson te Johnson’s 
Ortho Tri-Cyden contraceptive 
pill have tripled in the last three 
years, making it by far the No. 1 
brand, partly because It Is the 
only or^ contraceptive that also 
may be sold as an acne fighter. 

“It’s like getting two drugs in 
one," said Darla Brown, 28, of 
Houston, who has used the pill 
for two years. 

Ashley Wesson, 21, a college 
student In central Texas said she 
asked her doctor last month If 
she could try the plU to help fight 
her acne. She wasn’t looking for 
birth control, she said, adding, 
“Already, Pve noticed small dif- 
ferences in how quickly my face 
heals.” 

The Food and Drug 
Administration gave Johnson & 
Johnson the right to sell Ortho 
TH-Cyden for acne in 1997 after 
studies found it helped dear the 
skin of more than 60 percent of 
women who took it. 

' Although health experts say all 
oral contraceptives probably 


help fight acne, only Ortho Tri- 
Cyclen has FDA clearance to 
advertise the added benefit. 

Medical ethicists doubt the 
double-duty pill is encouraging 
more young ^Is to have sex, but 
one says it may help them pro- 
vide a smoke screen tor their par- 
ents - allowing them to claim 
they want the drug for acne when 
their real aim b protection from 
pregnancy. 

“Sex and lying have a long his- 
tory of assodation,” said Arthur 
Caplan, director of the Center for 
Bioethics at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Johnson 8c Johnson has 
exploited the pill’s pimple-fight- 
ing ability with magazine ads 
promoting Ortho Tri-Cyden as a 
“beauty aid” for women IS and 
over.- 

The company says the pill is 
still primarily for contraception, 
although executives acknowl- 
edge some doctors may pres^be 
It mainly for acne on women who 
don’t respond to ointments. 

Just 1 percent of prescriptions 
' for Ortho Tri-Cyden come from 
dermatologists, said Johnson St 
Johnson spokesman Mark 
Monseau.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Another 
federal judge has ruled that the 
-Immigration and Naturalization 
Service cannot indefinitely hold 
‘immigrants who have been 
ordered deported for crimes but 
whose native countries refuse to 
accept them. 

U.S. District Judge Terry J. 
Hatter’s ruling affects 130 legal 
.immigrants being held at deten- 
tion centers in central California 
.who already have served prison 
time for their crimes, 
f- Hatter said the policy violates 
.the immigrants’ rights to due 
.process. Concluding that they 
po.se a flight risk or danger is not 
sufficient reason to detain them 


for what amounts to the rest of 
their lives, he said. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals has agreed to review a 
.similar ruling by a federal judge 
in Seattle. That case is sdicduled 
to be argued next month, but a 
decision likely is several months 
away. 

The 130 immigrants affected 
by Thursday’s ruling have all 
completed prison sentences that 
averaged about three years, 
Deputy Federal Public Defender 
David McLanc said Saturday. 
Their cases will have to be heard 
by magistrate judges before they 
arc released. 

■ "’Theoretically, everybody gets 


out, hopefully over the next cou- 
ple of months,” Deputy Federal 
Public Defender Robert Boyle 
said; 

One of the immigrams was sen- 
tenced to a day in jail for stealing 
a razor from Sears and food from 
a grocery store. He has been in 
■ custody for three years, Boyle 
said. 

Nationwide, the INS holds 
about 3,800 people in indefinite 
custody for crimes ranging from ' 
pe^ theft to murder. 

The practice has been upheld 
by federal judges in San Diego 
and Nevada, and by federal 
appeals courts in New Orleans 
and Philadelphia.

Chiropractic

TWIN FAIXS - Since the day 
he was bom, Hayden Jackson has 
slept through the night and it all 
has to do with chiropractic 
adjustments, according to his 
mother, Amy. 

Hayden, seven months old, re- 
ceived his first chiropractic 
adjustment only four hours after 
he was bom and the difference in 
his behavior made his mom a 
believer. 

“He was pretty fussy when he 
was bom,” Amy said. 

“For three hours he wouldn’t •

Starting a newborn infant on a 
regular adjustment program will 
protect against any major dam- 
age to the spine and will immejli- \ 
ately affect how they feel, Gehl .

Falls orthopedic surgeon, and 
many other medical doctors.dis- 
agrcc. 

“There is no scientific evi- 
dence that children or infants 
suffer from the maladies, that 
would be helped by chiropractic 
care,” Surbaugh said. “I would 
say mainstream medicine ab- 
solutely docs not support” infant 
or child adjustments.. 

One of the issues with adjust- 
ing infants is the difficult nature 
of diagnosing them. X-rays, 
through which problems in adidts 
are found, aren't as useful in 
diagnosing babies, Surbaugh 
said.

Different chiropractors 
have different techniques to 
adjusting an infant, but the one 
thing tliac is constant with a chi- 
ropractor is an infant adju-stmem 
is radically different from an 
adult’s. 

Some chiropractors use a light 
massage to relax the muscles 
while other chiropractors gentiy 


manipulate the infant’s spine and 
neck; the force used is minimal.

Amy Jackson doesn’t under- 
stand why.

Cosmetics with hemp: 
Don’t get ropecd into it 


DEAR PAULA: Several cosmet- 
ic lines have products that claim 
they contain hemp which is sup- 
poMd to somehow be bcneEdol for 
iiair and skin. I’m skeptical, but 
urc you would be the one to find 
out O’ this is just another cosmetic 
industty gimmick.

- DEAR ANNETTE: Dr. Hugh 
Davis, acting head of microbiology 
and cosmetics at Health .Canada, 
told me he is very concerned about 
the use of hemp in cosmetics. 
Hemp contains tctrahydrocannabi- 
'nol, the same active ingredient 
found in marijuana. 

Davis has been looking at stud- 
ies on hemp and has found 
research showing hemp is accu- 
mulative in the body because of 
its long half-life and has the same 
adverse physiological (but not hal- 
lucinatory) effects that smoking 
marijuana does. One study pur- 
ports that connabinoids may post- 
pone puberty. There arc 60 
known connabinoids,. only 3 of 
which have been widely studied. ' 
Thjs means that wc don’t even 
know vyhat the other 57 compo- 



nents could do (0 potcndally hurt 
your body when they arc in a 
cream or shampoo. 

Davis has been in communica- 
tion with John Bailey (his counter- 
part at the FDA in the States) and 
informs me that the U.S. is as con- 
cerned with this issue as they arc 
in Canada but taht there is no 
definitive infonnation one way or 
the other. 

There is definitely no research 
showing its superior benefit for 
skin.

SAN JOSE, Calif. - Today’s 
youth may find it inconceivable 
that the length, color and style of 
hair were once the cause of heat- 
ed battles betvycen parent and 
child.

So you were felled by the flu - 
or bronchitis or just a nasty cold - 
and you’re just dying to do some- 
thing, anything, athletic. Maybe 
play a basketball game with your 
buddies or hit the weights at the 
gym. Or perhaps you just wont to 
get back to your tdektexing 

Well, hold onto those sneakers, 
sports fans. Doctors and personal 
trainers say your body may not 
be ready yet. 

“With the flu, it’s taking people 
a full week to get over it - and 
then another week before they 
can get back to exercise,” said 
Dr. Scott VonLue, -a physidan at 
RDV Sportsplex Family Practice. 
“So 1 wouldn't recommend that 
people start exercising until a 
week after the illness has 
deared.” 

How do you know when you’re 
finally through with the flu? 
First, take your temperature. You ' 
should nevcr'excrcisc with a 
fever - because a fever raises 
your heart rate. 

Sdll got a headache or nagging 
muscle aches and pains? Wait 
until the general aches and pains 
have gone away, says Dr. Michael 
Pinell, vice president for physi- 
dan services at Orlando Regional 
Healthcare System. 

And if you developed bronchi- 
ds - or one of those nasty, back- 
ing coughs - don’t exercise while 
you’re sdll hacking and wheezing, 
Pinell says. Your respiracoiy as- 
tern - lungs and breathing tracts - 
are sdll under siege. Don’t stress 
them by crying to power through 
your illness. 

And above all, Pinell caudons, 
^Dpn’t_return,to.excrcise..whca_ 
you’re still coughing up any mate- 
rial."

Personal trainers like to use a 
pretty simple rule. Before you 
plunge back into your workout 
routine, they say, consider your 
symptoms.

This Is the state of Tommy 
Hilfiger. 

Is that cheering we hear? For 
even In an industry that thrives 
. on hype and has an impressive 
' . tolcronce for self-indulgence, 
there arc limits. There is a point' 
at which a brand becomes irritat- 
ingly mammoth, and no matter ' 
where one is or what one does, it , 
is suffocadngly inescapable. 

Trend trackers began noticing 
the cooling of the Hilfiger label 
about a year ago. “One of the tell- 
tale signs that a brand is headed . 
south'... is that it starts increasing 
in popularity among 8- to 12-year- 
olds when it had previously b^n 
popular with teens and young 
adults," says Irma Zandl, founder 
' of the Zandl Group, a market 
research firm. “That’s generally a 
death knell for a brand.’’

And 
this month the stock itself fell 
almost IS.pcrccnt as the compa- 
ny announced that third-quarter 
earnings would fail to meet 
e:(pectations due to lackluster 
retail sales. For the first time 
since it went public, in 1992, the 
company disappointed investors. 

Hilfiger remains one of the top 
wholesalers for designer jeans, 
fragrances and children’s sports- 
wear. 

“We believe that the business 
fundamentals are sound and the 
brand remains strong,’’ said com- 
pany spokeswoman Catherine 
Fisher. But perhaps more worri- 
some than the decline in Wall 
Street vigor is the loss of some- 
thing less tangible. If a collection 
doesn’t sell, customer feedback 
can provide concrete reasons 
why: poor fit, bland colors, too 
fancy, not fancy enough. 

Often such flaws of production 
or design can be quickly fixed. 
But when the heat .dissipates, 
there’s no easy answer. 

A year ago Luigi Maramotti, 
head of the stalwart Italian cloth- 
ing house Max Mara, surveyed a 
fashion landscape dotted with 
white-hot commodities like Gucci 
and Fcndi observed that some- 
times it’s to a company’s advan- 
tage to simply- maintain a sl ow. . 
steady simmer,’because anything 
blisteringly hot quickly bums out 
or cools off. 

Fashion magic comes in cycles ’ 
that last about five years.' 
Hilfiger hit his stride about 1995, 
when he won awards from the 
Council of Fashion Designers of 
America and VHl.

Hypothemiia can strike anytime, say doctors

NEW YORK - When Mark was 
in the hospital for pneumonia at 
age 8, his father passed out when 
he saw him hooked up to an IV. 
Diagnosed at birth with a heart 
murmur that- triggered numer- 
ous, terrifying hospital visits, 
Mark grew up to inherit more 
than his father’s even features. 

He can watch “The Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre” or pass by a 
murder victim without blinking, 
but subject him to a medical Icc- 
nu'e and he falls out cold. 

He had to bolt biology classes 
whenever anatomy was dis- 
cussed. When his demist men- 
tioned that his surgeon son was 
performing liver transplants, 
Mark fainted in the chair. Any 
description of an Invasive proce- 
dure ^rtends a whole constelln- 
. tion. of alarming physical warn- 
ings: Profuse sweating, llghthead- 
edness and a terrifying descent 
into a doomed sense of helpless- 
ness, with eventual loss of con- 
sciousness. 

Eight percent to 10 percent of 
the population has fainted for 
nonmcdicol reasons, and another 
' 1S20 percent has fdt faint with- 
out an underlying illness, says 
Ronald Kleinknccht, chairman of 
the Western Washington State 
University psychology depart- 
ment. Klcinknecht researches 
“syncope’’ fainting for nonphysi- 
cal reasons, and says we all fall 
into one, of four categories: 
Nonfcarful nonfainters; fearful 
and phobic people who don’t 
faint bu£ avoid stimuli that caus- 
es-th6m anxTety; feSrful'famfers, 
and nonfearful fainiers. The last

group may be “fascinated”;l^y a 
medical procedure or topic'and 
then “booml They’re down.” : 

The stiihuli that provoke the 
reaction can be curiously specific. 
One surgeon had no trouble oper- 
ating, but fainted when he saw 
anyone else perform invasive 
procedures. Some people -per- 
form admirably under pressme, 
but once the moment of truth is 
over, they pass out. What pre- 
cedes unconsciousness almost 
always has .to do with “the pierc- 
ing of the b^y envelope ... which 
is abnormal and typically sisals 
- something dangerous. It caii be 
the actual thing or justrthe 
thought of it,” Klcinkne^t notes. 

Blacking out for emotional rea- 
sons is known as a vasovagal or 
vasomotor reaction. In whijih a 
signal is sent to the heart by'the 
10th cranial; or vagus, nerve to 
slow the heart rate. Decreased 
blood flow leads to an inadequate 
supply of oxygen and other nutri- 
ents to tile brain and wc faint as a 
way to rcstabilize ourselves. 
While the propensity to faint eas- 
ily is inherited, the fears that trig- 
ger it are learned, Klcinkn«hc 
says. I

Hypothermia, an abnormal 
drop in bpdy temperature, is.a 
bigger threat during fri^d wQaih- 
cr, but it can strike even in mod- 
erate weather, the federal 
' Ccntcrs'for Disease Control and 
Prevention warns. 

Hypothermia occurs when the 
body's internal temperature falls 
below 95 dcgree.s. It is a medical 
emergency with a high fatality 
rate. During a recent 15-year 
period, nearly 12,000 deaths 
occurred in which hypothermia 
was the underlying cause, accord- 


ing to CDC. 

The highest rates of reported 
hypothermia are in Northern, 
slates with harsh. winters and 
mountainous Western states, 
vyhere overnight tompcrauires 
o'ften plummet at higher ele.va- 
tions. But deaths from hypotlier- 
mia occur eVen in states with 
milder climates, such as Georgia 
and North Carolina, where rapid 
changes in temperature arc com- 
mon, CDC said. Hypothermia can 
strike at moderate temperatures 
around 60 degrees, if inadequate 
clothing, dampness, high winds 
or prolonged exposure overcomes 


the body’s ability to conserve 
heat. Alcohol also worsens the 
risk by impairing judgment. 
Deaths from hypothermia have 
become less common during the 
past 20 years, possibly because of 
•steppcd-up warnings and preven- 
tion efforts or relatively moder- 
ate winter weather, CDC report- 
ed this month in its Morbidity 
and Mortality Weekly Report.

response. Such drugs including 
sedatives, anti-anxiety medica-' 
tion and antidepressants can 
mask hypothermia symptoms and 
hinder the body’s attempts to 
warm itself. . 

“The onset of hypothermia is 
often -insidious,” CDC experts 
warned, “with early manifesta- 
tions of exposure including shiv- 
ering, numbness, fatigue, poor 
coordination, slurred speech, 
impaired (thought), blueness or 
puffincss of the skin a'nd'irra- 
• tionality.”

Getting the facts straight 

The debate continues in South Carolina 
about the meaning of the “Southern 
Cross.” The Confederate battle flog, for 
any who have studied, in depth, the “War 
for Southern Independence” understand 
dearly that the flag began os an 
improved method of communication on 
the battlefield nearly one full year after 
the fighting started. The standardized 
bloody red square was first seen feder- 
al troops at the battle of Glendale, June 
30, 1662. Before that, the Stars and Bars 
and a mismatch of state, local and militia 
flags were used to guide the troops into 
action. 

Some conveniently forgotten facts: The 
flog was never used universally throu^- 
out the South. It existed offid^y for only 
t^ec years, and it was used almost exdu- 
sively by the Army of Northern Vi^inia 
(Lm's Army) and a few independent 
brigades; it vras almost unknown in the 
western theater. But much more impor- 
tondy, it never flew at the masthead of a 
slave ship. Ihat dubious honor is left to 
the Scars and Stripes, which protected 
human cargo for 85 years, on foreign as 
well as American vessels, prior to and 
during the “Civil Wor." 

Much hos been written about Gen. 
Grant's magnanimity when he received 
Lee’s surrender ot Appomattox. 1 would 
suggest it was probably embarrassment, 
because Grant owned slaves, and every- 
body knew it. Lee. most of hb staff and 
certainly almost all of what was lefl of the 
southern army did not. The wife of 
Ulysses S. Grant, justifying their owner- 
sUp, once quipped “Good help is hard to 
find these days.” With such logic, it is cer- 
tainly implied that it is oppropriotc to 
chattel human beings os long as one 
needs good help. 

“Qvfl War” history, os presently 
taught, states that the war b^on because 
of “sectional disputes over the continued 
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must therefore be a pollutant and they 
are legally justified in regulating the 
farms thoi could produce this “toxin." 

The forming community, bottered by 
years of poor prices, hos thus far conced- 
ed to the EPA’s intrusion. Monitoring the 
planting of genetically modified crops 
might serve the long-term Interest of our 
farms. It could prevent the accidental 
development of “super weeds” and pre- 
serve the ability to expon form products. 
But the U.S. Deportment of Agriculture 
has both the skills and the infrastructure 
to perform this task for more effectively 
than the EPA. Like a feeder pig racing to 
the slop trough, the EPA has roced to the 
regulating forefront to grab the power 
and eventually the dollars to carry this 
task before it is assigned to the USDA.

Beuys, who began his studies in 
natural science, was inspired by 
the discovery of a lost Leonardo 
manuscript in Spain in the 1970s. 

“Like Leonardo four centuries 
earlier, Beuys broke tluou^ bar- 
riers of art and science,” Gates 
said. 

The codex got its name in 171S 
when it was acquired by Thomas 
Coke, the Earl of Leicester. Gates 
bought it in 1994 for $30.8 mil- 
lion, making it the only known 
Leonardo notebook in private 
hands. 

It chronicles Leonardo’s experi- 
. ments into geology, paleontology, 
human anatomy and other sub- 
jects. The manuscript includes 
sketches that show the way water 
flows around obstacles, and sug- 
gestions of types of ma^nes that 
could be powered by falling 
water. •

Storybook season 
ends with world 
championship

ATLANTA - The St. Louis 
. Rams rediscovered their offen- 
sive firepower just in time, and 
the Tennessee Titans came up 
just one yard short. 

Kurt Warner’s 73-yard touch- 
down pass CO Isaac Bruce with 
1:54 left gave the Rams ihelr first 
Super Bowl win Sunday, 23-16. 

The TD capped an improbable 
turnaround for St. X.ouis,. which 
was 3-13 a year ago and '13-3 this 
season as they scored 526 points, 
third best In NFL history. 

But Steve McNair and Eddie 
George almost led Tennessee to 
another miracle finish, rallying 
them from a 160 defidt. 

On the game’s final play with 
six seconds left, McNair’s pass 
was caught by Kevin Dyson at 
the Rams 5. He scrambled for the 
end zone only to be stopped just 
short by Mike Jones, as Elysan’s 
outstretched arm held the ball 
toward the goal line in vain, 

“I always believed in myself, 
and had.u whole bunch of people 
who believed in me," said 
Warner, the Super Bowl MVP 
who did a victory lap around the 
Geor&a Dome.'“We?re the world 
champions! How about the 
Rams!" 

Warner, a former Arena 
'League an^ NFL Europe quarter- 
back, finishe'd 24-of-4S for 414 
yards and two touchdowns. 

The Rams dominated*for much 
of the game but had to settle for 
three field goals to take a 9-0 lead 
before finally scoring a touch- 
down. . i i • 

- St. Louis seemed to. have put 
the game away when Warner 
threw a nine-yard pass to Torry 
Holt with 3:59 left Jn (he third 
quoner to take a 160 advantage. 

But suddenly the Titans’ 
offense came to life and the St. 
Louis defense began to wear 
^down behind the battering of 
George and short passes from 
McNair. 

Tennessee scored on its next 
two possessions, both on one-yard 


runs by George to make it 16-13 
with 7:21 left. It would hove been 
1614, but the Titans chose to go 
for two points on their first IT) 
and failed. 

A1 Del Greco’s 43-yard field 
goal tied it with 2:12 left. Then 
the Rams’ quick strike for a 
touchdown set up one of the most 


exciting finishes in Super Bowl 
history. The Titans, however, just 
didn’t have enou^ at the very 
end. 

"We’ve been doing this off and 
on during the year. We knew we 
had an opportunity to go on in 
and score." McNair said of the 
game’s final play on Dyson’s 


neor-touchdown lunge. "We said 
on the sideline when they scored 
that the only fault they did was 
scorirrg too quick. Wc fell just 
short.” 

Dyson almost became a big 
hero for the second time this sea- 
son. He was the key player in the 
miracle finish that beat Buffalo 


in the wild-c ard game, taking a; 
lateral and | oing 75 yards for a 
touchdown i n a kickoff return! 
with three se> ends left. ! 

The Rams’ victory was vindlca-' 
don for coad Dick Vermeil, who 
returned to coaching in 1997! 
after being gt ne for 14 years. He' 
had lost his only other Super. 
Bowl appean nc^ in 1981 with; 
Philaddphia. ■ 

“You know f’m an emotional 
guy but right n >w I feel so good 
and so proud of this football team 
and organizadon, ' said Vcrmiel, 
known for sheddin, a tear or two 
at dmes. “To be able to bring this 
home to St. Louis, such a wonder- 
ful dty. 1 know they appredate 
us a litde more right now.” 

The Rams outgained the Titans 
294 yards to 89 in ‘the first half, 
but led just 9-0. 

The first three possessibns 
ended with field-goal attempts 
and the Rams holding a 3-0 lead. ' 

St. Louis took the opening kick- 
off and drove from its own 31 to 
the Titans 17, twice converting 
third and long plays. But holder 
Mike Horan fumbled the snap on 
what would have been a 36yard 
field-goal attempt and Tennessee 
got the boll at its own 29.' 

The Titans then moved to the 
St. Louis'26 on a 32-yard screen 
pass from McNair to George. 

But a delay of game penalty 
, stalled the drive and Del Greco 
missed a 47-yard field goal. 

Warner then hit two quick 
passes, 32 yards to Torry Holt 
and 17 to Marshall Faulk. But 
that drive stalled at the 9-yard 
line and Jeff Wilkins hit a 27- 
yard field goal to give St. Louis 
the lead. . 

The Rams got another chance 
when Warner found Faulk all 
alone for a 52-yard completion to 
the 17. But WUidns mlared a 3^ 
yard attempt 12 seconds into the 
second guaner.

Warner runs away 
with MVP award

ATLANTA - Kurt Warner 
laughs at the suggestion that this 
season of his is some kind of fairy 
talc, a farfetched script dreamed 
up by a writer with a vivid imagi- 
nation. 

"I don’t think of it as a 
Hollywood story,” he said after 
finishing it off Sunday with the 
ultimate exclamation point - a 
'record-breaking Super Bowl 
. MVP performance. “It’s my life. I 
take it one day at a time. I’m 
truly blessed. If it can be a source 
of hope to anybodyi Fni happy to 
be a part of it.” 

The quarterback who once 
tossed rolls of toilet paper around 
on Iowa supermarket turrfed the 
Super Bowl into his private play- 
ground in a 23-16 victory over the 
Titans. 

He picked apart Tennessee’s 
secondary, completing 24 of 45 
passes for a record 414 yards, 
breaking Hall of Famer Joe 
Montana’s mark of 357. 

First, Warner constructed a 16- 
0 lead. Then, when Tennessee 
made a furious second-half come- 
back to tie the score with two 
minutes to play, he won the game 
with a 73-y^d touchdown pass to 
Isaac Bruce. 

. Stuff like this reads like fiction. 
Warner knows that. He just 
shrugs it off and delivers an 
important message for every out- 
sider, every player who was ever 
told he wasn’t good enough. 

"Don’t ever lose sight of the 
goal,” he said. "Don’t let anybody 
tell you you can’t reach it I^p it 
in you, and there’s no reason you 
can’t do it.” • 

Warner did not for a moment 
believe the Roms would not win 
this game, eym in the face of the

Vermeil: Winning feels much better 


ATLANTA (AP)-To kno v how 
sweet it is, remember from how 
far back Dick Vermeil came. And 
how dose he came to going back 
there agaia 

People who think old coaches 
can’t learn new tricks - one or 
; two, anyway - didn’t see Vermeil 
- when the game ended with the 
Tennessee Titans out of time and 
a yard short of forcing overtime. 

Vermeil was so calm at that 
: moment, he almost looked scary. 
In that same simadon, in his last 
go-round as a coach, that kind of 
cool was beyond his reach. 

“When the ball went in the air, I 
. was going to get on the phone,” 
Vermeil recalled. He was plan- 
ning to call up offensive coordina- 
tor Mike Martz and have him 
script the first scries of plays for 
the extra period. 

St Louis linebacker Mike Jones 
made sure that wasn’t necessary. 
The ball that Vermeil watched so 
intendy went ftom Titans quarter- 
back Steve McNair to receiver 
Kevin Dyson at about the 3-yard 
line, but Jones experUy wresded 
' -Dyson to the ground at the 1. At 
that moment, Vermeil let a tor- 
rent of emodons go. 

“I’ve been in the other locker 
room,” he said after the Rams’ 2^ 
16 win was in the books. “I’ve 
been in the Super Bowl and lost, 
so I know how it feels. And 
believe me, this feeling is much 
better.” 

Vermeil’s word is fine, but to 
understand exaedy how much bet- 
ter, remember his acdons die last 
time he' got to the Super Bowl.

That was in 1981, almost an entire 
careerago. 

. Vermeil was coaching the 
Eagles back then, one of the 
NFL’s ambidous young Turks. A 
rclendess worker, he took over in 
1976 and immediately started dri- 
ving the team as hard as he drove 
himself. After two losing seasons, 
they carried him to the playoffs as 
a wild-card entry in their third, 
the NFC divisional playoffs the 
next year and the conference 
championship the year after that. 

Wi^ Vermeil refusing to take 
his foot off their necks, the Eagles 
advanced to the Super Bowl in 
1981. There they met a boisterous, 
curfew-breaking Raiders squad 
that seemed like the evil twin of 
the polished, disciplined outfit 
Vermeil brou^t to New Orleans. 

Not that it did them any good. 
The Raiders hammered 
Philadelphia 27-10. In the locker 
room afterward, with a voice so 
flat it sent chills down the spine. 
Vermeil said, “Anyone who says 
one loss cannot ruin a season 
never lost a Super Bowl.” 

“Burnout” was not a word 
applied to coaches when Vermeil 
walked away from his job just 
nine games into the next season. 
But there was no better way to 
describe it. 

The highs tickled him too much, 
the lows left'him too drained. For 
for too many months of the year. 


Vermeil rarely ventured outside 
his bunker to see what was going 
on in the rest of the world. Yet 
Once he did, it wis just os hard to 
imagine him going back. 

He was close to the ^me, but 
with a considerably less-stressful 
job as a broadcaster. After 14 
years on the outside looking in, he 
decided broadcasting wasn’t dose 
enough. Vermeil returned to take 
the Rams over in 1997, but for all 
the talk and the outward appear- 
ance of a changed man, the differ- 
ences were not always apparent. 

Vermeil sdll ran tou^ training 
comps, tourer praedecs and full- 
contract drills as late os Friday of 
game weeks. His first two seasons 
. ended with the Rams going 
nowhere, losing 23 of 32 games, 
and on the edge of a revolt. Four 
players boycotted the final team 
meedng of the 1998 season, a mes- 
sage that got Vermeil’s attention, 
he recalled, like a “shot in the 
back.”- 

But it wasn’t just the players 
who were getting their points 
across. Vermeil did case up on 
practices and off-days, and he 
took in assistants notably Martz, 
to open up the offense. Yet, he 
was also carefully weeding out the 
ballplayers who didn’t meastuxi up 
to his work ethic 

And so, when the Rams cele- 
brated Sunday night, it was worth 
noting that exactly nine guys were 
left from the roster VermeU inher- 
ited three seasons ago. Everybody 
else was cither one of his guys, or 
else became one. 

“I always had faith in' him,” 


' quarterback Kurt Warner said. 
“This is all about winning and 
everybody shut up this year when 
we started doing that. He stuck by 
his players, and went out and got 
some other guys with character. 
That’s why we’ve got the chem- • 
istry we do on tliis team.” 

During the week leading up to 
the game. Vermeil, now 63 and 
the second-oldest coach in the 
league, must have been asked a 
thousand times whether he had 
changed his style to accommodate 
today’s me-first ballplayers. He 
answered them by talking about 
all the diversions in his life these 
days, from his grandchildren to 
his vineyard to just taking 
Carolyn, his wife of 42 years, to a 
movie. 

And yet, there was no telling 
just how truthful he was being 
until everything was on the line. 
Until that moment Dyson caught 
McNair’s pass and just before 
Jones wrapped both arms around 
the Titans’ receiver and brought 
him and Tennessee’s last chance 
to the ground. That moment, 
when Vermeil’s heart must 
■ jumped into his tliroat, and he still 
had the presence of mind to cooUy ' 
prepare for what was next - the 
overtime that never came. 

“We made the plays when we 
had to make them,” he said, some- 
tiling tliat applied to him as well. 
“And that’s why we are world 
cJiampiotts.”

Rams linebacker Mike Jones 
wrapped up Dyson below the 
waist and held on with all his 
might, just the way his coaches 
had been teaching'it for years.

Tennessee's last-second drive 
began at the Rams’ 12 with 1:54 
remaining and one timeout. 

As he had all season, Steve 
McNair never lost his cool. He 
moved the team down and gave 
the Titans a final chance for yet 
another miracle. 

There were six seconds remain- 
ing and Tennessee had used its last 
timeout when tlie Titans lined up 
for the play that capp^ Uie most 
exciting Super Bowl finish ever. 

The play was called “Sliver 
Right.” The Titans had run the 
play three times in practice from 
the 10-yard line against the same 
defense the Rams came out in. 

McNair threw the ball to the 
middle of the field, meaning it 
was a touchdown or nothing. 
Dyson ran tlic route a tad shallow. 

“Sometimes in the heat of the 
moment, you tend to cut tilings a 
little short," Titans offensive 
coordinator Lcs Stcckcl said. 

Dyson made the catch, then 
scooted toward the end zone, but 
ran into Jone.s, an ninth-year vet- 
eran who has made a living on his

Hemingway skiing program open to all

. KETCHUM - With their 
school sitting at the foot of Bold 
Mountain, students at 
Hemingway Elementary School 
cun do more than gaze up at its 
peak. All students - no matter' 
their income level - can learn to 
ski in 'a program set up 
than 30 years. - 
“Our goal is to make si 
every child who lives here can 
participate in the activity that 
makes this place famous," said 
Sandy Scott, a fifth-grade 
teacher at Hemingway. 



Scott has been involved in the ' 
ski program for 20 years and tvit* 
nessed the program grow from a 
handful of Hemirigwny students 
to include skiing opportunities 
for all students in Blaine County, 
whether in public, private or 
.home schools. 

The ski program was the 
;ainchild of Alice 
:hemthanncr in 1969. It began • 
with just a busload of students, 
but now its popularity entices 
most students to opt to leave the 
classroom to slide around on the 
slopes. At Hemingway alone, 
about 400 students ski or snow- 
board on Baldy or Dollar moun- 
tains one afternoon a week for 


five weeks. ' 

The volunteer effort behind ' 
program coordination is mind 
bog^ng, Scott said. 

About 100 parent, teacher and 
community volunteers are need- 
ed to ski or snowboard with the 
students. With the growing 
demand to learn snowboarding, 
it has been difficult to find vol- 
unteers proficient in boarding, 
Scott said. 

Another time-consuming fac- 
tor is placing students in small 
classes of four or five based on 
age and ability. Simply handing 
out ski passes to everyone 
l>ccomes a challenge. 

“Coordinating the effort is 


really a part-time job," she said. 

Moving the children from 
classrooms to the mountains, 
teaching them to ski and bring- 
ing them safely back to school 
can be a trial. Scott said in all 
the years she has helped, she can 
remember only two broken 
bones and one tweaked, knee. 

There was an incident, howev- 
er, when the ski group returned 
to school with an extra child. A 
Brazilian family had been .skiing 
on Baldy that day, and in the 
commotion of rounding up stu- 
dents for the return bus ride, its 
daughter was herded onto the

■RUPERT - Minico High 
Sdiool is planning to offer a new 
dass to hdp students Icam more 
about horses and earn college 
credits. 

A number of other dual-credit- 
ed dasses offer credits for high 
school and college, said Steve 
Bott, Minico’s agriculture 
teacher. 

The equine science course 
should be a favorite of many stu- 
dents, Bott said. The class will 
offer information on the health, 
management, anatomy, physiolo-' 
gy, nutrition, genetics, reproduc- 
tion, and other aspects of the 
horse industry. 

“I think it will be a fun experi- 
ence,” said Shannon Woodman, 
a Minico student and a horse 
owner involved in various horse- 
manship activities. “It could 
teach people a lot about the 
basics of horses.” 

“If you look at all of the veteri- 
narians, farriers, rodeo partici- 
pants, livestock buyers and sell- 
ers, and others Uiat ore involved 
in the horse industry, there arc a 
lot of people involved with hors- 
es in this area,” said Brandi 
Schwilke, who will teach the 
equine sdcnce doss. 

“(This dass) would help a lot 
of former or non-horse owners to 
get the experience of horses that 
they couldn’t have at home,” • 
Schwilke said, “and hopefully 
they will learn many basic 
skills.”

During spring preregistration 
' for fall dasses, Minico students 
can si^ up for the equine sci- 
ence dass and five new agricul- 
turally based classes, Prindpal 
Dan Rogers said. With student 
support, 19 agricultural credits 
ore planned for next semester. 

These classes offer two or 
three credits per dass. All of the 
credits are being administered 
through the College of Southern 
Idaho and have a dass fee rang- 
ing from $5 to $20. 

The credits can be used at CSI, . 
or used as elective credits at 
other Idaho colleges, Bott said. 

Dual-credit ag classes that 
might be offered later indude 
botany and horticulture sdence, 
equine sdcnce, agriculture busi- 
ness and economics, zoology and 


animal science, ag issues, aqd 
participation in the Minico 
Future Fanners of America. 

“We’re trying to bring a vari- 
ety of classes into the schooL” 
Rogers said. 

The school is trying to involve 
more girls in the agriculture 
programs, Bott said. 

“We hope these new dasses 
will help,” he said. “Anytime 
you can offer more classes to 
students and offer the opporm- 
nity for students to better them- 
selves, you should take every 
opportunity.”

Governor lacks budget support; 
asking public to help sell proposal 


BOISE (AP) - With legislator 
unwilling id embrace his plan to 
tuck away $54 million from the 
state’s cash surplus. Gov. Dirk 
Kempthome is asking the public 
to help him sell the proposal as 
the essence of responsible gov- 
ernment. 

But there is no indication so far 
that constituents arc rallying to 
his side. In fact, lawmakers arc 
hearing that voters have a better 
place to put all that extra money 
- back in their own pockets. 

“I get calls every day, 'Where’s 
our tax cut,”’ said state Rep. 
Mike Moyle of Star, who sees tus 
chance after running for office 
two years ago with a pledge to 
rein in taxes. “There’s no better 
time to cut taxes than now.” 

If even a Democratic president 
can recommend a tax cut, as 
President Clinton did in his State 
of tlie Union message, why not a 
Republican governor? . The 
Legislature’s big GOP majority 
finds it difficult to argue with 
that logic. 

Even the few who think other- 
wise arc no more willing than the 
.tax cutters to sock all that cash in 
the Budget Reserve Account. 
They have plenty of ways to 
spend it on what they consider 
pressing needs that have gone 
wanting in less flush years. 

And some favor a little of both. 
They would like at least to com- 



pletely lift the so-called mar- 
riage penalty on the state 
income tax at a cost of about $10 
million in state revenue, and to 
use a sizable chunk of the 
remaining surplus to provide 
loans so local school districts can 
ensure their facilities arc safe. 

Kempthome has heard all 
those arguments, but he 
remains confident that his is 
the best, most prudent way to 
ensure Idaho’s long-term finan- 
cial security. So the governor 
and his surrogates - depart- 
ment heads and staff members 
- continue cajoling the 
Legislature and taking the case 
to chambers of. commerce, pro- 
fessional organizations and 
other interest groups, enlisting 
their help in encouraging leg- 
islative support for his position. 

“It’s early in the session. The 
Legislature is going to weigh in 
with their initial rcadions, and 
we’re going to continue to have a 
dialogue with them,” 
Kempthome communications 


director H.D. Polther said. “He’s 
convinced that this is the ri^t 
effort for the state.” 

Darrell Manning, director of 
Kempthorne's Division of 
Financial Management, even 
wrote a newspaper column aimed 
at publicly countering calls for a 
tax cut. In reiterating points that 
Kempthome has made repeated- 
ly, Manning said the plan to 
boost the reserve fund to 5 per- 
cent of the state’s general fund 
budget is “rooted in fiscal con- 
servatism.” 

He even held out the prospect 
of eventually going public senti- 
ment one better. 

“By building the reserve this 
year, we’re laying the ground- 
work for even greater tax relief,” 
Maiming wrote, potentially paint- 
ing the governor into a corner 
from which his party may not let 
him escape if the economy 
remains strong. 

The fact that Kempthorne’s 
entreaties have not yet resulted 
in a groundswell of public sup- 
port may be a sign that people 
disagree. Or maybe they just 
don’t get it. 

The ' governor’s bonding 
scheme that would have the state 
pay $2.5 million a year in interest 
on loans to districts that need to 
address safety problems can be 
particularly difficult to grasp.

Despite falling short of the 
goal, the latest campaign was a 
SUCCCS.S, she said, and the United 
Way wants “the community to 
feel positive, because they did 
make a big impact.”

“There are some who say large 
pig farms should not be allowed 
in this state,” said House 
Minority Leader Wendy Jaquot, 


D-Kctchum. 

“But if they are going to be 
here, they say they must be heav- 
ily regulated.” 

Working with large dairies is 
one issue, hut huge hog farms arc 
a completely different one, Sandy 
said. “A hog farm has the potential 
to become a Suporfund site,” he 
said. Meanwhile, the pork indus- 
try calls the plan excessive. 

The Idaho Pork Producers 
Association says language in the 
Division of Environmental 
Quality's rules states that only 
two Idaho hog farms arc large 
enough to require state inspcc- 
tions.

years old. 

■ “Tlic old girls have done their 
job,” Orr .said of the two trucks 
being sent out to posture. “It’s 
time to give them a break.” 

The new truck has the capabil- 
ity of pumping 1,250 gallons of 
water per minute and carrying 
1,000 gallons on board. That's 
nearly the workload of the two 
older pumpcr.s combined. 
Besides its pumping ,<otcntial, 
the *99 Pierce’s control panel sits 
on top of the truck, making it a 
more effective piece of macliin- 
ery. 

With the panel situated on top 
of the truck, the firefi^ter oper- 
ating the comrois has a full view 
of the emergency and his fellow 
firemen. Both the Frcightlincr 
and Ford had sidc-moumed pan- 
els, which meant many times, 
the truck obstructed the con- 
troller’s view. 

“By being able to see all 
around, the person manning the 
pump panel can better assess 
what the men below need,” Orr 
explained. 

Orr said equipment from the 
- older pumpers such as hoses, 
nozzles and breathing apparatus 
would be used to stock the new 
truck. Once stripped, the older 
trucks would be recycled; one 
into an extraction unit and the 
other might be declared surplus 
fire equipment allowing it to be 
sent over to the city’s public 
works department. 

-Wendell Fire Commissioner 
Jack Hirai said the Fire Board 


had sent Orr out a little more 
than a year ago to scout around 
for a replacement truck. He said 
the upgraded features on the 
.new truck and the larger extrac- 
tion unit will allow Wendell’s 
emergency crew to be more ver- 
satile and will provide taxpayers 
with better fire protection. 

Mayor Gwen Rost agreed. 

“This will make our fire 
departments that much more 
efficient,” Rost said. “We’re just 
lucky we had Red working so 
hard to find us the best truck for 
the best price.” 

Since coming to Wendell, the 
truck has sat quiedy behind the 
fire department’s metal garage 
doors, only coming out for an 
occasional training session. 

“We haven’t had the opportu- 
nity to put her to work yet but 
that’s fine with me,” Orr said. 
“Firerrucks are a necessity, but 
you hope you never have to use 
them. If I never take this new 
truck out to a fire, TU be happy.”

“What Is the main difference be- 
tween average card play and that 
' ofachampion?“asksareader. 

My answer is: “The main differ- 
ences lie with handling similar 
suit combinations. The average 
player has trouble differentiating; 
the champion recognizes shades 
of difference." 

Here's a good example. 

An average player wins dum- 
my's trump ace and cashes the 
king. Next, he leads a low dia- 
mond to his queen. When it wins, 
he leads a spade to dumnty’s jack, 
losing to Bast’s queen. East 
switches to his club 10, and 
' South’s club queen loses to West's 
_ldjjg. West retu rns his club jack to_ 
South's ace, arid South draws the 
last trump with his jack; Since 
• South knows where the diamond 
ace is, he leads a spade instead of 
a diamond. And instead of finess- 
ing (a reasonable play), he cashes 
dummy's ace and king. When the 
suit doesn't break and no 10 ap- - 
pears. South has no lOth winner, 
and the game goes one down. 

A champion plays the same to 
the first three tncls. However, af- 
ter his diamond queen wins, he. 
cashes his trump jack and coshes 
dummy's top spades. East's 
queen drops obligingly, giving 
South a finessing position over 
West’s 10. This gives South an 
ovcrtrick instead of an undertrick 
for a vulnerable game swing. 

Why is the champion’s ploy bet- 
ter? Since dummy has the nine of 
spades, if the spade 10 or queen 
dmps doublclon, he can claim his 
game (or ovcrtrick). If neither hon- 
or appears. South retains the op- 
tion of leading a third spade to- 
ward dummy's J-0. This cinches 10
